Story for D-Day re-enactment 



Virginia Beach is site of nation's 
largest Normandy celebration

Some D-Day veterans wiU relive 
the invasion that turned the tide of 
Worid War n on the same ground in 
Rraice what they fought SO years 
ago. 

But 10,000 veterans and partici- 
pants will expmence that victori- 
ous time again Saturday when they 
witness the SOth mnivosary re-en- 
actment of the D-Day Normandy 
invasion this Saturday. 



The event will be held on 
"Omaha Beach" at Fort Stay, the 
U.S. Army's training site for 
amphibious operations during 
Worid War Band today^ 

"Hus'is a tremendous undertak- 
ing." explained event chairman Joe 
Gibson, an avid military history 
buff. "We have woriced diligently 
for 2-1/2 years to make it the 
largest in the country." 

It will serve as a time for D-Day 
veterans to heal their emotioniU

The D-Day Normandy re-en- 
actment is just one of several activi- 
ties planned to celebrate the SOth 
anniversary of this momentous 
event 

To kick off the weekend, historic 
displays will be set up at nearby 
Camp Pendleton and Fort Story. 
They will be on display Friday and 
Saturday and will include current 
and vintage vehicles, weqxxis and 
billets. 

The Operation Overiord Victory 
Dance is i^anned for Friday (to- 
night) from 8 pjn. to 1 a.m. at 
Oceana Naval Air Station. 

It will be held in an aircraft 
hanger and will feature a Big Band 
concert by the Tommy Doraey Or- 
che^ra conducted by Buddy Mor- 
row. The attire is black tie or period 

"We wanted the kkk-off for this 
weekend to be a really mem<md)le 
one," said dance chainvoman 
Deb(Mah Barwick. "It's a once-in- 
a-lifetime event and will be a tre- 
mendous evening. I think the most 
exciting part is hearing these veter- 
ans' stories. It is a true honw to 
meet them." 

The cost for the dance is $7S per 
person and $65 fcv Wwld War II 
veterans. This event is open to the 
public.

Also highligfiting the weekend is 
the D-Day celebration parade, 
scheduted for Satioday at 9 a.m. 
begiiming at Atlantic Avmue and 
16th Street It will aid at the Tide- 
water Veteran's Memorial across 
from the Virginia Beach Pavilion.

The parade will feature more than 
100 units, including numerous an- 
tique cars. World War Il-era ve- 
hicles, bands and floats. Period le- 
enactors will march in formation and 
pass out American flags along the 
parade route. Vintage aircraft and 
bombers will also poform flyovers.

"Younger generations will see, 
smell and hew what it couM actu- 
ally have been like at the landing, 
but it is also a healing process for 
the veterans who have kept their 
emotions hidden." Gibson said. 

The re-enactment is coordinated 
in conjunction with the 29th Divi- 
sion. Virginia Army National 
Guard and the 29th Infantry Associ- 
ation to ensure maximum veteran 
participation. 

During World War n. the 29th 
Infantry Division was cominised of 
citizen-soldiers from Virginia. 
Maryland, West Virginia and Wash- 
ington. D.C. It was the first unit to 
land troops on Normandy's Omaha 
Beach June 6. 1944. 

A commemorative ceremony 
kicks off Saturday at 1:30 p.m. 
Guest q)eak«s iiKlude: Sen. John 
Wam^, Dr. Bnxdcs Kleber, retired 
deputy director of the U.S. Army 
Ceatet for Military History; and. 
Dr. G. William Whitehurst. former 
U.S. Congressman and professra- of 
histCMy at Old Dominion Univer- 
sity. 

The D-Day landing begins 
immediately following the 
ceremony. Approximately 1.000 re- 
enactors will storm the site. 

Two-hundred-fifty of these re-en- 
actors are actual National Guard 
soldiers with the current 29th In- 
fantry Divisi(Mi (Light), headquar- 
tered at Fort Belvoir. Also feabired 
will be current members of Seal 
Team 4. othoivise known as the 
Naval Combat Demolition Unit 
during Worid Warn. 

After carefid resesch. particqunts 
will include the "deface GI." U.S. 
Airborne troops. British guardsmen 
and paratroopers. German infantry 
and nnountain troops. 

Fifteen landing craft, two landing 
craft utilities, several surface vdii- 
. cles and four airplanes wiU lend au- 
thenticity to die re-enactment 

The re-enactment is expected to 
last from 2 to 3:30 p.m. 

Following the re-enactment will 
be a stage do«- canteen show featur- 
ing 1940s era USO entertainment 

The D-Day Normandy Com- 
memorative Celebration is co-spon- 
sored by the War Memorial Mu- 
seum of Virginia in Newp«t News, 
Fort Story, Camp Pendleton Mili- 
tary Reservation, the Virginia 
Army National Guard and the city 
of Virginia Beach.

More than money at stake 

Terri, a 17 -year-old Chesapeake resident, is pregnant and 
doesn't know where to turn for help. She wasn't on good 
terms with her mother to begin with, and since learning of her 
pregnancy, support from herfamUy has been non-existent. 

She could have turned to the Resource Mothers program, 
which aids teenage mothers, but now she can't. The state aid to 
help fund the salary of the social worker who coordinates it 
was eliminated. 

This scenario is hypothetical, but could soon be a reality if the 
state doesn't institute a specific formula to fiind local health 
departments. 

From Virginia Beach to Suffolk, Hampton Roads' public 
healtfi departments arc feeling the fallout from stagnant, and 
often decreased, state funding. The results? Health officials 
declare they must cut positions and services as they struggle 
with what the state has to give. 

If more money doesn't come Chesapeake's way, for 
exanq)le. five jobs are on the line, as well as the maternity and 
dental clinics, CPR classes and other healtii-education 
programs. Virginia Beach has aheady laid off many part-time 
staff personnel. And in Portsmouth, several health care 
professions remain unfilled. 

Local public health care officials contend the problem lies 
with the state because of its lack of a set formula for funding 
individual localities. Accwding to Dr. Nancy Welch, health 
director for Ches^)eakc, money is simply divided according to 
how much state officials think each locality needs. 

The state has studied a needs-based formula, which would 
consider demographics such as population, poverty and disease 
levels, but it has not yet been enacted. 

A needs-based formula for public health departments? It is an 
idea long overdue. Hopefully, if and when it arrives, it won't 
be too late. — V.L.E.

I guess F II retire until 
my bank account is gone, then kx^ 
for a good, easy job." 

Thenext^icr.dtted June IS. 1944. 
is mnarkaUe for its understatement: 

"/ suf^)ose there has been some 
delay between my last letter and this 
one, but Name it on the war. It has 
only been about ten days since I 
wrote but a lot of things have hap- 
pened once then. By the way. in case 
youhaven't guessed,! aminFrantx." 

Of course, what "h^jp^ied soKX 
dien" was die D-Day Unding on die 
beaches of Normandy.

"The Americandr force duinot fly 
at night, so about sunrise, German 
thanes started. Every gun on every 
boat would fire. They had tracer 
ammunition, so the sky was full of 
noise and flashes.

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Referring to the unfortunate situ- 
ation of the cancellation of the 
Memwial Day parade in New Ywk 
City due to lack of community 
suppon, Dean said, "Let us hqje 
and pray that never happens in 
Virginia Beach or Hampton Roads." 

Talking about the "horrors of 
war" and jM-oviding statistics on 
such things as battle deaths. Dean 
continued, "World War II was the 
costliest war in history. The 
United States alone spent $3 billion 
on World Warn efforts." 

Dean's comments on "the horrors 
of war and the horrors of remember- 
ing," led him to his introduction of 
the guest speaker Jerry Bowen, a 
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veteran with a 26-year military ca- 
reer. 

Bowen, director of the National 
Cemetery System talked about the 
necessity of continuing Memorial 
Day activities "so that America 
doesn't forget" 

When explaining the responsibil- 
ities of the National Cemetery 
System he said, "In sense, everyday 
is Memorial day for us. 

Bowen's speech was followed by 
the laying of eight wreaths to honor 
all veterans, the second wreath be- 
ing laid by the Mayor's Veterans 
Committee. Each wreath was 
placed in front of the several small 
American flags which have been 
planted around the base of the 
memorial. Each flat had a name 
tag, and cidzens had been given the 
opportunity to label these tags with 
a servkeperson's name whom they 
wished to honor.

Because most of the soil in Virginia 
Beach has a heavy clay consistency, 
very little water is absoibed directly 
into the soil. 

Theref(»e, to minimize the chances 
of flooding during heavy rainfalls, 
Virginia Beach operates an elaborate 
system of storm drainage pipes, 
ditches, ponds, lakes and canals to 
remove Uie water. 

In past years, removing storm wa- 
ter to prevent flooding was the major 
emphasis of drainage maintenance. 
However, recoit federal mandates 
required with the Clean Water Act, 
accompanied by state mandates, have 
placed a greater emphasis on ensur- 
ing water quality control. 

These requirements to clean the 
water befofc it reaches the rivers and 
bays, although important, are very 
costly and were passed on to the city 
without any funding. 

The storm water udlity fee is a 
means of funding both the water qual- 
ity and flood control needs of Vir- 
ginia Beach. Because the fee is a 
utility, the funds cannot be used for 
any pmpose other than storm water 
control.

(^)erati(ms ibd maintenance of the 
storm water system inCrastnicture, 
capital improvement (xojects and 
customer service: 

■ Compliance with NTOES regu- 
lations — Under the authority of 
sectkn402(p)oftheU.S.aean Water 
Act, the NPDES Pennit Application 
Regulations iat Strnm Water Dis- 
charges (40 CFR Parts 122, 123, and 
124) require municipalities with a 
peculation of 100,000 at more to 
obtain aNPDES permit for their stonn 
water discharge. 

In order to obtain the mandated 
permit, a municipality must devek^ 
a comprehensive storm water man- 
agement program that will reduce 
pollutants in its storm water dis- 
charges to the maximum extent prac- 
ticable.

Rangers climbed diffs while engi- 
neer destroyed beach obstacles. 
Quartermasters stockpiled aipplies 
while unending lines of inDantrymen 
waded though the cold English Oian- 
nel surf. 

Enemy petitions, which todked 
down from bluffs as high u 170 feet, 
as well as the obstacles strewn on the 
beach, st(^q>ed the assault at the 
water's edge for much of the mom- 
ing. 

The prospects of victory UxAtd 
bleak, Init thi^ were actually the first 
Acps on the toad to gkxy in Europe. 

Nathan Reed remembers 
those hours all too well. As a Ranger 
in the 2nd Ranger Battalion, this 77- 
year-dd from Newpot News was 
one of the first to hit the beach. 

His mistioa wa to sc^e the bluflEs 
ov-erlooking Omaha Beach and 
knock out the big German guns wait- 
ing there.

There's nodi- 
ing fiituristk about this; it's aheady 
happoiing. 

Why, diere are even virtual prod- 
ucts commgout of virtual entnprises. 
Such as instant movies made from 
tiny camcorders and tacos custom- 
made in 20 seconds. 

An ideal virtual product sakl one 
(what?) virtualist "is pioduced in- 
stantaneously and customized" to 
give customers instant gratiflcadon. 
Yes, sadly. I diink I have consumed a 
few too many virtual cheeseburgers. 
As indivichials, we may reap ben- 
efits from free agency within die vir- 
tual wganization if we have skills to 
market But unless we find some- 
thing solid to cling to — a working 
base, a &th. a cause — we couM 
become rooUess souls with no sense 
of community or bekxiging.

The same issue of The Futurist 
carried a profound article by psy- 
chok)gistGlennCartwrightofMcGill 
University pointing out die nuny 
unknown effects of total immersion 
in the more sophisticated Virtual 
Reality simulatkms. 

Basically, he writes, diese are "de- 
signed to trick our senses and con- 
vince us diat we are in anodierworkL" 
A cybemaut may assume a new 
identi^, or multiple idmtities; Uiere 
may be a swapping of genders, the 
assuming (tf a new body. (It is not at 
all difficult to envision Virtual Real- 
ity becoming a boon for die pom 
industry). 

Cybemauts may even live com- 
pletely parallel lives. Some partici- 
pants in computer gaming known as 
multi-user,dungeons. or MUDs, re- 
portedly ^nd as much as hours a 
week in diese on-line altonate exist- 
ences. It diat healthy? (Get a life. 
Thank you. I will). 

"Virtually reality," writes 
Cartwright "couU potentially alter 
social interaction, human consck>us- 
ness, and even what it means to be 
human. The 2 1 St century may well be 
the century of technolc^ically in- 
duced disaffection, characterized by 
an increased senseof loneliness, alien- 
ation, powerlessness and 
disembodiment" 

That's a grim assessment But if 
we can still ciqxure a snowflake on a 
sleeve.marvel at die qMDk in achiM's 
eyes on Christmas morning (k bask 
in die warm sun of a leisurely base- 
ball game, we should be able to see 
what's real and to keep diose com- 
puters as our servants, not masters.

Council clears one hurdle for the long-debated Sandbridge proposal

The sand iqdenishment program 
for Smdbridge has cleared a hurdle 
with the Virginia Beach City 
Coimcirs adoption of a resolution 
endorsing a funding concept for the 
multi-million dollar piojecL 

Howtsver, a number of wWitional 
obstacles ^and in the way of suc- 
cess of the program which would 
provide the initial nourishment in 
the ^^na% of 1998. 

The initial coast of the project 
would be between $8 and $9 mil- 
lion, with Aiture costs estimated at 
$S million every two or three yous 
with the city's share coming to 
$1.8 million a year. 

Before the U.S. Army Cwps of 
Engineers participates in the pro- 
ject, tiie beach would have to be 
designated a public beach. This 
, would require the city obtain ease- 
ments from each of the approxi- 
mately 240 oceanfront property 
owners. 

In addition to ensuring a public 
beach along the entire project area, 
the city's sponsorship of the pro- 
ject, under the resolution ^idorsed 
TucMlay by a 7-3 vote, is also con- 
tingmt on the creati<m of a specM 
service district within the 
Sandbridge area — tqjproximately 
1.400 lots would be affected — for 
the collection of an increased lodg- 
ing tax and an increased real estate 
tax and concurrence of a nuyority of 
the landowners within the district to 
the cdlection of the taxes. 

The third condition hinges on the 
receipt firom the Commonwealth of 
Virginia of $2.8 million of the pur- 
chase price of die Camp Pendleton 
property. 

Most of die spectators in the 
packed council chambers Tuesday 
mppotieA the resolution. Others ob- 
jected to using any public money 
for a project on wliat they consider 
private property and to estid)lishing 
a qwcial tax district 

Councihnan Paul J. Lanteigne. a 
chief mover of the replenidiment 
program for Sandbridge. he said he 
would have prefored ditf the nwney 
come out (rf the general fund, but 
that be knew he could not get five 
other council voles to siqipoft him 

He also said diat die Sandbridge 
area generates $1.6 million more a 
year in revenues for the city dian it 
receives in services. The city's share 
of an>roximately $100,000 a year 
for die city-owned prcqKrty — 25 
percemofdiepn^ierty — is a good 
investment, he noted. 

The conditions in die rc^lution 
have to be met by Sept 27 to 
comply widi all requirements of the 
shared-cost project 

Voting against the resolution 
were councilmembers John D. 
Kfoss, Shirley Paricer and Robert K. 
Dean. 

Moss took issue widi die figures 
presented in die funding plan. He 
said much of die city's Sandbridge 
property was underwater and diere- 
foie had no value. He said diat die 
stale which had been offered die city 
property at Sandbridge if it spon- 
S(xed the replenishment program 
had not been willing to sign on to 
35 percent at any cost 

Moss also staled the city's risk at 
Sandbridge is low bu the private 
risk is high. He said diat alUiough 
the city opposed die constriction of 
bulkheads at Sandbridge, d^ prc^ 
my owners built diem anyway and 
die bulkheads have worsened die 
erosion problem. 

Now diey are saying, Moss said. 
"We made a mistake, bail us out" 
The 35 percent which die city will 
have lo go on paying, he said, is an 
unknown liability. 

"This will not be die last vote <hi 
Sandbridge," he said. "This is a 
mistake." 

By die time die vote wdinance 
creating die special tax district 
comes up Sq>t 27. Lanteigne will 
no longer be on council and diree 
new members will join it Mayor 
Meyoa Obondorf . who in die past 
has voted against die rqilenishment 
progrmn. was absent Tuesday. She 
was attending a meeting of die U.S.

CouncibiMmbers Louis R. Jones 
and John A. Baum, who had previ- 
ously onxised die proje(» supported 
the rescrfuticm Tbesday because (rf 
the funding fonnula. 

A chief differaice diis year in die 
funding proposal came from the 
passage by dif 1994 General 
Assembly of Senate Bill 449, 
which links die city's purchase (tf 
ixcqierty at Camp Pendletcm to 
beach nowiriunent in Sandbridge. 

Under die Sfiprapriation ac^ if die 
city is the local vpaa&ot (A beach 
nouriduneitt at Sandlxidge tsA a 



qiecial xirnot district is established 
dien die city wouM retain $2.8 mil- 
lion of the purchase price of the 
Camp Pendlettm property which the 
city is acquiring from die stale. 

Under die funding plan, prc^ierty 
owners in die special district woidd 
pay an additimal six to 12 cents 
depending on whether replenish- 
ment is needed on a two-year cycle, 
diree-year cycle or a combination of 
bodi.

Molly Brown, representing the 
Sandbridge Beach Civic League, 
said diat die Senate action changed

.<zens are willing to pay die extra 
taxes. She said diat Sandtoidge has 
4-1/2 miles of public beach and diat 
if die city buiUs a bigger beach, die 
tourists will come. 

Charies Traub III of Lynnhaven 
said, however, that die project is 
ill-conceived, diat aO taxpayers will 
be splitting two-thirds of die bill 
(which would be paid for by federal 
government), and diat die city 
would end up paying for access, 
parking and restrooms. 

He said diat the service district 
resources plan is inadequate and 
misleading. 

Maxine Graham supports sand 
replenishment but not the special 
tax district She faulted council for 
considering any resolution whoe 
die future citizens of Virginia Beach 
can be imposed upon (widi addi- 
tional taxes). StoUe, said said, does 
not care where die money is com- 



ing fixm. 

"It's a charade," she stated. 

Graham also said the way the 
special district legislation reads, die 
special tax money can be used iot 
just dKMit anydiing. 

She nMed diat die special district 
is "die same as extortion and a vio- 
lation of constitutional rights." She 
said die tall pn^rties on die shore- 
line should be treated equally and 
that a special district amounted to 
"discrimination." 

Richard Dunleavy, president of 
the Oceanfront Property Owners 
Association, said diat die associa- 
tion received replies from 75 per- 
cent of die questionnaires sent to 
prqierty owners. Of these 99 per- 



cent wne in favor of dw resolution 
and 1 percent dissented. 

"No one likes taxes," he said, 
"but we realize if we don't have die 
tax, we won't get sand." The beach 
at Sandbridge is pivate on paper 
legally, he said, but by practice it is 
public. He said diat all 20 coastal 
stales had rqilenishment programs. 

Wally Erb aud if sand is replen- 
ished in Sandbridge, it should be

Task force leader charges today's 
parolees are 'ticking bomb' 



Suggests ways 
Beach can deal 
with problems .

The type of peqile probation and 
parole officers deal widi today are 
not what diey woe 20 or 30 years 
ago, according lo president of die 
Virginia Beach Crime Task Force 
Charies W. Gardner. 

They are dealing widi violence 
alone widi no communication and 
unarmed they are taking on a 
ticking bomb, he told Virginia 
Beach City Council 

Among its 10 recommendations 
to city council, presented Tuesday, 
die task force said die probation and 
parole office needs volunteos and 
waUde talkies or cellular phones. 

The agency's caseload is almost 
double die state standards. The task 
iixct diinks volunteers can relieve 
some of that load, pomitting die 
oflicos to use their time wan pro- 
ductively. The volunteer program 
would need a paid administrator. 

And because the agency's woric 
has become man hazardous, the of- 
ficers feel handicapped by a lack of 
communication equqiment 

Gardner also said diat the city has 



not been too successful in prosecut- 
ing DUI (driving under die influ- 
ence) cases because police officers 
are pitted against experienced de- 
fense attorney. But the city has al- 
ready made plans lot a member of 
the city attorney's staff lo be pre- 
sent at all DUI cases, anodier rec- 
onunendation of die Task F6rce. 
Odier recommendations include: 

■ Establishing a system to en- 
force payment by diose who have 
bem ordered by die court to pay 
restitution by engaging a private 
collection agency. 

■ Having die police dqiartment 
dAapL the "use of force" modd de- 
velqied by Dr. Franklin Graves of 
the Federal Enforcement Training 
Center and Dr. Gregory Connor of 
the University of Illinois Police 
Training Institute. The system 
would provide mme credibility be- 
cause of its broader acccfXance and 
should mtdce it considerably more 
difficult to make a case of bniiality 
or abuse of fence. Officers would 
know qiecifically what type and 
amount of force to use under vari- 
ous situations. 

■ Providing an alternative to 
jails for incarcerating those who 
have been convicted and sentenced 
to serve time for non-violent 
crimes. 

■ Incorporating a career devel- 
opment program inui the Police 
Department's personnd structure. 



■ Sentencing first-time offenders 
to at least a few days in jail and/or 
community service, a fme or mak- 
ing restitution. The task frace feels 
that die first offense should cause 
considerable discomfit and embar- 
rassment Si die very least or offend- 
ers feel they have gotten away widi 
somediing. 

■ Having a half-way type of 
house facility, such as those (gr- 
ated by Rehabilitation Services. 
Inc. in Norfolk. Newport News and 
Charlottesville, where offenders 
would be required to pay restitution 
and the cost of incarceration. 

■ Having die chief magistrate be 
an integral participant in every 
Police Academy and available as 
necessary to keep officers iq> to date 
on changes in die law and or proce- 
(hires. 

■ Taking immediate action to 
provide the magistrates with the 
proper software necessary to tie 
their computers direcdy to law en- 
forcement to allow for the immedi-. 
ate notification of warrants issued 
and enable magistrates to obtain 
criminal data in shrat order. They 
would also be able to access data 
from odier jurisdictions bodi within 
die Commonwealdi of Virginia and 
odier states. 

Under the present system, a mag- 
istrate can issue a warrant which 
will remain on the desk for 24 
hours.

day when more than 10,000 people, 
inchiding hundreds of World War U 
and D-DayveiennslikeReed. packed 
the beach at ¥oa Story to watch a 
staged attack. It was the largest such 
re-enactment ofits kind in the United 
States. 

Some veterans complained events 
like it turn warfare into a spectaUM* 
Sfxxt One D-Day survivor, who iwe- 
fened to go unnamed, simply said, 
"Unless you were there, you just can ' t 
describe it" 

But, nonetheless, attendees at this 
tremendous show had plenty to be 
impr^sedby. 

After 2- 1/2, years of diligent work 
by die War Memorial Museum of 
Virginia, Camp Pendleton, the Vir- 
ginia Army National Guard and the 
city of Virginia Beach, D-Day 1994 
went off with few glitches. 

The few awkward moments didn't 
matter to most attending the spec- 
tacle. Standing on the curb at Atlantic 
Avenue during the pre-show parade, 
armed forces veterans, young and old 
alike, offered best wishes to the orga- 
nizers for this special day. 

"I think this is an excellent tribute 
to the Worid Wv n vets and a great 
way to say thank you. It's a long time 
in coming," shoed Dana Barclay, a 
Navy veteran who saw duty in Viet- 
nam, Grenada and Lebanon. 

Then, leaning over to Worid War 
U Navy vetoan Rob Gentzel and 
shaking his hand, Barclay offered his 
own simple kiulos. 

"Thank you for everything, ship- 
mate," he sakl. Gentzel smiled, "And 
thank you." 

Hundreds more scenes like 
this played out over the weekend. 

From the Operation Overlord 
Dance Friday night in an Oceana 
hanger to the final wreath laying Sun- 
day, it was a time for veterans to heal 
their emotional wounds and finally 
put the past in the past 

"It's kind of hard to forget the 
details, and acme of it you'd like to 
forget We were the very fust ones to 
hit the beach," Reed recalled.

At first, most D-Day survivors 
didn ' t want to talk about their experi- 
ence at Normandy. Even today, Reed 
is hesitant to share the gory memo- 
ries.

N J. We were there a few weeks 
practicing when they put us on 
a train one night and took us up 
to New York," he reminisced. 

Rummel and his comrades 
boarded the Queen Mary for 
Scotland on Sept. 27, 1942. 
They arrived Oct. 3. 

"I also had a brother in the 
army who left two weeks latex 
on the Queen Elizabeth. Those 
were some pretty nice, big 
ships," he interjected. 

From there it was on to Tid- 
worth in Scotland, where 
Rummel was trained in radio 
communications and "took a lot 
of rifle practice. 

"We did too many 2S-mile 
road marches. We'd come back 
with blisters on our feet and 
they'd send us out on anotha 
IS-mile walk," he remembered. 
"At one time. I had 1 1 blisters." 

Just as the 29th Infantry Di- 
vision was getting used to Tid- 
worth, the Army moved the 
men again, this time to Ply- 
mouth for their final training. 

"We still hadn't seen any 
combat. We were there about a 
year and were sure they were 
working us up for something 
big on the coast of France, but 
we didn't know what it was." 

Rummel 's young wife Edith, 
meanwhile, anxiously waited at 
home, reading the newspaper for 
information from England. The 
couple wrote each other, but 
mail was highly censored. 

"I really couldn't gather any- 
thing from the letters," she 
added. "They'd have whole parts 
blacked out." 

Once, Rummel admitted, he 
tried a code to keep ho' up to 
date, but that, too, proved diffi- 
cult. 

Finally the word came. D- 
Day. The 29th InfanU7 was 
heading out. 

The landing of regiments 
from the 29th and the 1st, as 
well as Army Rangers, on Om- 
aha Beach was more difficult 
than anticipated. 

When the fust wave arrived at 
6:30 a.m. June 6, the men 
found naval gunfire and air 
bombardments had done little to 
soften the German defenses or 
resistance. 

Along the 7,000 yards of 
Normandy shoreline, German 
defenses formed a soUd wall 

Slowly, individuals and lato- 
groups, began to cross the fire- 
swept beach. With support from 
Allied naval gunfire, the Ameri- 
can infantrymen gained the 
heights and beach exits. The en- 
emies were driven inland, but 
not without a tremendous loss 
(^Ufe. 

By the day's end, the Allies 
had a small hold on the Nor- 
mamfy coast 

Rummel was fully prepared 
for the D-Day invasion. Yet by 
smne small miracle, he was not 
picked to storm the beach June 
6. 

"First the 116th, through 
blood and determination, gained 
victory for the 29th Division. 
They hek! some of us back from 
going D-Day. and probably me 
because I was in the supply sec- 
tion. I dkln't ask to be left back; 
I jtot didn't get assigned that 
d^y." 

But the next morning, June 7. 
hewu. 



Crossing the channel, Rum- 
mel climbed down a n^ ladder 
to a landing craft, which carried 
him ashore. 

"The beach was {xetty cleaned 
off by then. It was quiet there, 
but we didn't go far m before it 
wasn't We were being shelled 
when we got there." 

Few bodies remained on the 
beach, but Rummel can't forget 
"picking up lou otho- bodies 
during my time over there. It 
was terrible to just see them 
laying around with holes in 
them." 

Once on solid ground, it was 
Rummel and friend Joe Long's 
job to deliver rations to the 
troops. 

"We didn't know from day to 
day how much amnao. food and 
ck)thing was needed, so we had 
to do head counts. That's just 
the way it was. One day a bat- 
talion might have 4S0 men and 
the next time 37S.' 

But one of Rummd's moat 
vivid memories isn't of passing 
out food to the hungry troops. 
It's one most men would proba- 
bly prefer to forget

head. I took care of him as best 
I could until we got help. Sev- 
eral months later I got a letter 
from him saying they'd put a 
silver plate in his head and that 
he was doing OK." 

Luckily, Rummel was never 
injured. 

"I remember the flares in the 
sky; the night was lit up just 
like daytime, almost like fire- 
worics. I was just thankful to fi- 
nally get home," Rummel said. 

Ife was with his battalion to 
end, from the victory at St Lo 
to the final push through France 
to Germany itself. 

Rummel left Europe m Sept 
3, 194S, triumphantly arriving 
in Boston Sept 12. 

Fifty years later, the mono- 
ries still linger. 

Even after 9,000 Allied sol- 
diers were killed on the beach at 
Normandy, Rummel is saddened 
by the fact that younger genoa- 
tions know little about the op- 
eration which turned the tide of 
Worid Warn. 

"So many youngsters don't 
know anything about D-Day," 
he lamented. "I even heard one 
boy who, when asked whoe 
Omaha Beach was, said, 'Yes, 
it's over near Buckroe Beach. 
Pretty discouraging.' 

The Rummeb hope all die re- 
cott D-Day activities will help 
sudi people understand the im- 
portaiice of theae men's valiant 
efEorts. 

"So many of these boys didn't 
arrive to the ticker t^w parade in 
New Yoric. They are jutt now 
gating recognized. Fm proud of 
them and for them," Edtdi said.

The simple ceranony of reciting 
those 31 words simultaneously 
throughout our land is more than a 
patriotic experience. It is an opportu- 
nity to bring Am^icans together in 
^ite of our differences in age, sex, 
race and religion and it reaffirms our 
unity as a nation. 

Flag Day 1994 will be celebrated 
in many ways from north to south 
and from east coast to west Here in 
Virginia Beach, there will be a spe- 
cial program on the lawn of the 
Francis Land House. The NJROTC 
Color Guard of Princess Anne High 
School will present the colors and 
the 'Tause fot the Pledge" will begin 
at precisely 7 p.m. 

A concert by the U.S. Navy Atlan- 
tic Fleet Brass Quintet will follow 
widi patriotic music. It is suggested 
that attendees bring friends and fam- 
ily members akmg with lawn chairs 
or blankets. Above all, be on time to 



join Americans ataoss the country in 
affirmingall^ianceioflagandcoun- 
try.

The 
legal system is overburdened today 
with the piosecutian of violations of 
life and properly. Besides, one can- 
not mandate respect

But we the citizens can show our 
disapprovalof offensive acts. As cus- 
todians of the nation's standard, our 
flag, we the peqde have been suc- 
cessful. There have been no rqxxts 
of political flag-buming in Amwican 
in recent years. 

Each of us can commemocBle Flag 
Day 1994 by reviewing theFlag Code 
(36USCS) and learning flagetiquette 
— the proper conduct during pittsing 
of the flag, and die correct ways to 
display or retire on old flag. Diity 
flags can be laundered or washed. 
T«n flags can be R|»ired. 

When a flag is in such condition 
that it is no long^ a fitting emblem 
for display, it should be destroyed in 
a dignified way. It may seem strange 
that the preferred way is by burning. 

Perhaps Congress suggested this 
meiho,d as it leaves no recognizable 
remnants which could be mishandled. 
An old flag shoiUd never be used as a 
rag, nor buried where it might be 
unearthed and desecrated. 

Let us rq)lace old flags with crisp 
new ones on Flag Day. and retire the 
old ones in an honocd>Ie manner, not 
as a protest symbol

Operations Management keeps daily city 
functions running smoothly, on call for you

I have always beoi curious about 
the services that the city'sOperations 
Management

I was sur- 
prised to 
learn that this 
division 
alone re- 
ceives and 
responds to 
all citizen in- 
quiries about 
highway in- 
frastructure 
(i.e. pave- 
ment, drain- 

age, bridges, 

^■■"~^^"'" traffic signs, 
and signals) 
and mosquito control, as well as {dans 
and schedules all highway preven- 
tive maintenance. 

That's quite a fett when you con- 
sider just how large and expansive 
our city is! 

So join me as I take a kmk into the 
day to day activities of die Opera- 
tions Management Division. 

The first place to start is at the 
Customer Service/Administration 
Bureau; this is wheare citizens make 
contact widi any questions or inquir- 

Customer Service clerks receive 
the customer (i.e. citizens or other 
city employees) inquiries and obtain 
the necessary infwmation to have 
these concerns inve^igated. the de- 
mand lot services from the public has 
toon than doubled in the last four 



years. The bureau expects to process 
matt than 14,000 requests iot ser- 
vice this fiscal year. 

To respond to die increase in die 
workload, the Customer Service/Ad- 
ministration Bureau is utilizing im- 
provements in technok>gy. A com- 
puter netwoik sy^em allows effi- 
ciem and effective utilization of data 
without duplicati(Hi and a new Auto- 
matic Call Distribution (ACD) tele- 
phone answering unit provides one- 
on-one assistance to eadi citizen widi- 
out being placed on 'Iwld." 

All requests for servkx received 
by die Customer SovKC/Adminis- 
tration B ureau are investigated by the 
Planning, Esdmating and Schedul- 
ing Bureau. 

I was informed their stated goal is 
to respond to the customer with a 
particular concern, within 72 hours 
of receipt of die call. Following an 
on-site investigation, a Banner/Esti- 
mator determines the appropriate 
maintenance action and generates a 
woric order. 

The work order is then forwarded 
to the appropriate maintenance crews 
f(M- action or is assigned to one of the 
maintenance contracts managed by 
this bureau. At die current time, the 
bureau is administraing 2 1 such con- 
tracts, a 100-percent increase over 
the number of contracts administered 
die previous fiscal year. 

The woric order process is enhanced 
by an in-house developed computer- 
ized work order system. Addition- 
ally, an on-staff bkilogist conducts 
research and determines effective 
ways of controlling mosquitoes. She 
not only trains oUier personnel and 
educates the public in mosquito 
source reduction, but she also partici- 



pates in elementary school educa- 
tional programs. 

I am certain some of my fellow 
citizens have wondered at one time 
or anotiier why, fa- example, Uie 
Department of PubUc Works is pav- 
ing a neighbor's stieet and not tiie 
street in front of their houses? 

Anotiier question most firequentiy 
asked is, "Why is my street being 
sluny sealed or chip sealed raUier 
tiian paved? 



I waB surprised to 
learn that this divi- 
sion alone receives 
and responds to all 
citizen inquiries 
about highway in- 
frastructure and 
mosquito control. 



Part of die decision in maintaining 
city streets involves die use of a com- 
puterized system called Infrastruc- 
ture ManagementSystem (IMS). The 
IMS is operated and managed by die 
Infiasbiicture Evaluation Bureau of 
die Operations Management Divi- 
sion. 

I have been informed diat die IMS 
is used primarily to keep die inven- 
tory and condition of such city infra- 
stnicuire as streets, curbs and gutters, 
sidewalks, ditches and traffic signs. 
The system is also used to schedule 
maintenance wwk, as part of tiie 
division's program of preventive 



maintenance. 

Each year, die IMS recommends 
which streets to be paved based on 
the limited funding available. The 
IMS uses parameters such as pave- 
ment condition rating (PCR). surface 
condition rating (SCR), and ride con- 
dition rating (RCR) to prioritize, 
schedule and recommend various 
sbtet maintenance wcHk. Such main- 
tenance may include crack sealing, 
resurfacing, slurry seal and chip seal. 

The Infrastructure Evaluation Bu- 
reau is currentiy upgrading die IMS 
to make it much matt efficient The 
system will get new software diat 
will allow for an automated method 
of gadiering field data for die city's 
various infrastructure. Another cur- 
rent innovation of the bureau is the 
development of an in-house non-de- 
Anictive testing (NDT) program for 
9s^ttii pavements. 

The NDT will be used to evaluate 
existing pavements to determine die 
overlay requirements and evaluate 
odier preventive maintoiance needs. 

Providing quality customer service 
to die citizens of die city is die pri- 
mary objective of die Operations 
Management Divisioi. 

Their continual stiiving towards 
tills goal is enhanced by die imple- 
mentation of new technology, coop- 
eration and communication among 
the various burettis of tius diviskxi 
and a customer service approach to 
solving problems. 

Its rewarding to see die commit- 
ment to exceUenoe and die dedka- 
tion of so many city empkiyees.

Lynnhaven House hosts special crafts day

"Soap is oar greatest invention." 
Jane Siedlecki declared to 
Lynnhaven Houae visiton Saturday 
at the Craft and Fair Day. 

Siedlecki was just one of many 

volunteers who ^)peaied on the 

. grounds of the historic home to 

show off handmade crafts, spimiing. 

music, candlenuddng and daicing. 

"Even out of a skinny calf you 
could probably get 100 pounds of 
fat." she explained. "You saved the 
fat firom your kitchen from any an- 
imals you had slaughtered, and 
when it was soiq) making day you 
melted n." 

"It's really hot and a tedious pro- 
cess," Siedlecki confided. "After all 
of the hard work, the so^ woukl sit 
for about six weeks to get as hard 
as possible before it was cut into 
little bars." 

Patricia Renn might disagree 
with Siedlecki about the greatest 
invention. 

A spinner for four years, she 
demonstrated how she spins flax 
into thread that will evenuially be 
woven into lii)en. 

"this is a very old antique 
wheel," Renn said. 

Once the flax, is a stiff weed- 
looking plant, is harvested, it is 
soaked and beaten, beaten and 
soaked until the flax resembles fme 
clear thread. It is thinner than dental 
floss. 

During colonial days, many 
women would lake their spinning 
wheels to celebrations and have 
contests to see who could spin the 
quickest. She pointed to the cone 
that held the flax. The flax is kept 
in place with a green ribbon. 

"Blue and green ribbons symbd- 
ized that a woman was married," 
Renn said "Pink and red meant that 
she was unmarried. The single men 
wold hurry past the married women 
and go to chat with those who were 
available. It was a great way to 
catch a man." 

Joanne Woodruff used to sew 
functional items like clothing and 
do mending. When her children 
were grown, she began to sew for 
pleasure. She decided to make a 
doU. 

"The fu^ one turned out so well 



and was so much fun. 1 dressed her 
in regular clothes. Then I thought, 
1 wond» what they'd \cxk like in 
colonial costume?' I made my next 
one in costume. It turned out so 
well I have been making than ev- 
ery since." 

The dolls are dressed in authentic 
costume that includes the shift that 
women wore and the long shirt that 
men wore. 

In colonial times everyone wore 
either the long shirts or die shift 
At night they slept in the shift 

"In every village or community, 
there was probably one woman who 
never washed or had a tattered 
shift," explained vice director Nell 
Buikhait "Have you ever heard the 
term 'shiftless?' That meant some- 
one who didn't take good care of 
dieir shift" 

It may have been difficult for 
those who did take care of their 
clothes to do so during harvest or 
candlemaking season. 

"They made candles in the Siting 
and fall because it was cooler," 
stated Carol Ann Kinsley. 

Kinsley stood in the hot sun 
working over a Are to demonstrate 
how candles were made. 

"They would try to make enough 
to get through to fall," she said. 
"We diink diat diey used one candle 
per day. But actually diey used as 
much daylight as possible ... the 
candles are made of fat so they bum 
very quickly. Candles were saved 
and used only when absolutely nec- 
essary." 

Candles also played a part in ro- 
mance in colonial days, according 
toBurkharL 

"This," she said holding up a 
candle in a spring-coil type holder, 
"is a courting candle, llie young 
man would come to visit and the 
candle would 1)e lit As it burned, 
he could see how long he had to 
visit with the young woman. Each 
coil rq)resents the time he had. If 
die parents didn't like him much, he 
might arrive to fuid a stubby little 
candle. If they really liked him and 
approved of the match, he might ar- 
rive to And a long ispa in die coil 
holder." 

Mary Normand quickly brushed 
her son's hair with a handmade pot 
scrubber.

"It was die forerunner of die dul- 
cima," he explained. 

Lucy Newell played the dulcimo- 
and die hammer duk;imer also. 

Shirley Busche, administrator of 
Lynnhaven House, manned die food 
tent where pests could purchase 
gingerbread, apple squares, bread 
aiKlifiplecidn'. 

Guests greeting each other, and 
die Normand children waited for 
other children to arrive to play 
horseshoes with. In die center of 
die festivities, Lynnhaven House 
was once again a part of America's 
ongoing history.

A glimpse of the past 



"Lynnhaven house is die most 
original of the restored homes in 
diis area," stated vice director Nell 
Buridiart. 

Burkhart's tours are iiin and 
educatkxial. As she guides guests 
dirough die house and across die 
grounds, her stories about 
Lynnhaven House are peppered 
widi anecdotes and common con- 
nections to life today. 

"This is a crab claw," she ex- 
plained in the kitchen. She demon- 
strated die grinding of the claw as 
part of the cure for stomach 
troubles. "It was ground into a 
powder and mixed with gingeroot 
cinnamon and milk. 

Farfetched? Notreally. Accord- 
ing to Buikhart the claw contains 
calcium "These are die same basic 
ingredients in Turns™ ." 

The house itself is a testament to 
die practical creative minds of 
America's forefathers. The 
mediod oi laying the brick ensured 
a sturdy structure. The roof, whkh 
is one piece and attached to die 
ceiling beams, is anchored so well 
diat stomis have not damaged it 
The fireplaces widi dieir large 
wide hearths downstairs and 
smaller flreplace upstairs are a 
study in heat consovation. 

Every aock and cranny of die 



house has been studied and docu- 
mented by restorers and schdars 
anxious to understand how a home 
could remain virtually unchanged 
and undamaged by the elements 
year after year. 

Five years ago. The Associatkxi 
for die Preservation of Virginia 
Antiquities was given a very spe- 
cial gift An anonymous benefac- 
tor donated a family Bible be- 
lieved to be die (uiginal Bible 
owned by die Thelaball fsunily. It 
sits in a special box, a large, ornate, 
covered box near the window in 
theparkir. 

"They always placed the family 
Bible, whkh was a legal document 
because it had die recwds of die 
birdis and deadis, near die win- 
dow. In case of a Are they could 
re^h in and grab the Bible," 
Burkhart said. 

Through die volunteo-'s eyes, a 
visitor to Lynnhaven House can 
expect to laugh, to feel a bit of 
sadness for the Thelaball Family 
(who despite dieir obvious afflu- 
ence did not bear any sons to carry 
on die family name) and to feel a 
personal connection to die pasL

This agency that has beat the racial and sexual harassment 
issue to death is now attempting to add religion to other 
categories of employee harassment (including race and gender) 
under fecteral civil rights laws. 

Under the EEOC edict, religious harassment could exist 
whether or not the conduct is intended to be offensive. 

The fire for the religious-free workpl£u:e is being fueled by 
the Madalyn Murry O'Hair American Atheist General 
Headquarters. They demand an environment free of "God 
talk," that is singing, humming or whistling of religious songs 
or hymns, religious conversations, prayers and overt 
meditations. In addition, they oppose the wearing of any 
religious paraphernalia (yarmulkas, crucifixes, earrings and 
head scarves). 

It's Big Brother run amok. Imagine sitting in your cozy 
office, going about your own routine business, and being 
slapped with a lawsuit for wearing a cross around your neck. 
How can this be construed as religious harassment? It's simply 
ludicrous! 

In dieir effort to neutralize the religious right, the EEOC went 
too far this time, because this proposal would affect not only 
Protestants, but Jews, Muslims, Catholics, Buddhists and any 
other religious beliefs one might have. 

The courts could be filled with cases brought by anti-religious 
fanatics, and many businesses could fail because of the 
expenses that have to be paid to lawyers to defend themselves. 
Even the ultra-liberal American Civil Liberties Union (ACLU) 
has a problem with this one, so it must be pretty bad. 

Robert Peck, ACLU religious counsel, believes the 
regulations "could lead someone to the erroneous conclusion 
that a religion-free workplace is required." 

Yet that is exactly the message that the EEOC wants to send 
out. 

People of all religions should watch the EEOC very closely 
and put a stop to it now, otherwise religious ft^edom as we 
know it (which this country was founded on) will no longer 
exist. — V.L.E. •

As fast as our city has grown ova 
the past (facade, it just seems phe- 
nomenal how the Highway Division 
iceeps up with the ongoing demand. 
My next task was to see just what 
hi^qixais to all of the reque^ for 
service that come in and how they are 
then handled. 

I began with infwmatidn on the 
Street Maintenance Bureau. I was 
intoested to learn that this bioeau 
maintains 3.000-lane miles of road- 
way and repairs and replaces btckea 
or sMtled curb and gutter and side- 
walks. 

They also {Hovkle street sweeping 
of dl primary roads and c<dleci(xs 
mmithly and theresotareafourtimes 
per week during the tourist season. 
Year after year, these streets require 
resur&cing, edging, patching and 
widening. 

The Street Maintenance Bureau 
used 15,500 tons of asphalt last year, 
replaced 8, 1 36 linear feet of curb and 
gutter and poured 20,507 square yards 
of cement. These are the fdks that 
patch the poUioles, an astronomical 
2,000 plus per year, I am told.

These employees also xnpc and 
salt the ice from the roads in the 
middle of the night so we can wake 
up and leave our homes with minimal 
disruption on those coM winter mon- 
ings. 

I, like mo^ of our citizois, cross 
over many bidges without any con- 
sideration given to the safety of the 
structue. 

The Bridge Maintenance Bureau 
manages the National Bridge htspec- 
tioa Sakty Program whkh requires 
all structures be inspected by a certi- 
fied bridge inspectar(or licensed po- 
fessional engineer) every to years 
with q)ecia] bridges being inq>ected 
amually. 

The results of the inq)ection ae 
forwarded to the Fedoal Highway 
Administration through the Virginia 
Department of Tranqxxiation. De- 
fects found (depoidinig on svuisbil- 
ity (^resources) are eithn^tumed into 
woik orders forihe main tenaice crew 
to correct (v in the case of m^ 
rdiabilitation, a contractor is hired to 
perform the repairs. 

In ad(fition to the bridge work, this 
bureau performs other tasks such as: 
bulkhead and dock repair at the city 's 
marinas, graffiti removal,oce«ifront 
boardwalk maintenance, insp^tion 
and maintenance of stoim waterixonp 
Satkms and maimenmce of sihII- 
ways and dams. 

One (tf the moSL unique wganiza- 
tkxts of the city is the Drec^e Opera- 
tkms Bureau. We are (NK (rf tfie few 
cities in the nation to own and operate 
our own dredge. 

The bureau's immary missicm is 
maintaining the navigation channel 
tlvoi^ the Rudee Inlet This process 
requires the mnoval of more than 
150.000 CY of sand from the iidet 
mnuUy.whchispunpedmdqvead 
on the beach. 

The coMiiMial maoitoiance is re- 
quired due to northeastern storms that 
frequent this area. 

With more than 700 miks of 
open ditches and counties miks of 
^pcd systems, the task of the Sttvm 
WMer Opnaticms and Maintenance 
Bivnu is nevo' enUi^. 

Their duties include cleaning 
ditch^, cutting new diichn, main- 
tunii^ wausnmys, (hedging ouials. 



cleaning and repairing pped systems, 
responding to flcxxiing ccxnplainte 
(during ^orms), installing new pipe 
systems, hndscaping, coordin^ing 
with other utilitks. shoreline protec- 
tion, cleaning aad instidling debris 
faxes and dealing with water quality 
issues such as assisting in hazardous 
material ^ills. 

Ute volume of this bureau's w(xk 
contains to grow since the initiaticm 
of the Stonn Water UtiUty fee, while 
having to deal with a 20 p^cent re- 
duction in force (over the |»st four 
years). 

As the storm water infrastructure 
continues to age, it is expected diat 
the demand for this bureau's service 
will increase accordingly. 

When die streets are resurfaced 
and the pavement markings ae c^lit- 
oaied; or the floods move in requir- 
ing lempcNary road closures and de- 
tours; (M* the summ»- boatns need 
buoys and channel maika^ to guide 
them through the diallow watos; or 
a stop sip is hit by a motorist; or a 
traffic signal needs resetting to alk)w 
more motorists to effectively pass 
through the into-section: or the spe- 
cial events we all k)ve to attend re- 
quire traffic control, the Traffic Op- 
eraticHis Bureau is called in. 

This group maintains all erf die 
signing, traffic signals, pavement 
markings and aides to navigation 
throughout the city. The signing sec- 
ti(Mi alone processes as many as 75 to 



100 woik ordos each day, not to 
mention the 394 tcaffic signals and 
3,000 lane miles of pavonent mark- 
ings maintained aadfot refriaced by 
other sections in the bureini each year. 

The bureau is in the procMs of 
changing over the oitire city to long 
life pavement markings. This transi- 
tk>n will reduce maintenance costs of 
paint markings, whicA only have a 
reflective life of six to 12 months, by 
increasing their utUizioion of a mark- 
ii% material which has the potential 
to maintain its r^lecti vity for as long 
as five to seven years. 

They are also locddng at imple- 
menting the use of some new nuueri- 
als such as replacing a number of tlie 
misting woodoi sign posts with metal 
(Mies which require less maintenance 
uid are less likely to be vandaHzed; 
again saving tax dollars. wUle im- 
proving the growing urban lock of 
Virginia Beach. 

The Traffic Bureau is also 
very proud of the growing numba of 
traffic signals being linked to the 
city's signal system whkh enables 
better coordination of traffic fk)w 
throughout the city. Without the ser- 
vices of this bureau, cocvdination of 
traffic throughout Virginia Beach 
would be impossible. 

I can't help but think about the 
massivearoountofmamials and sup- 
plies it must take to keq) an opention 
of this size going. In ordo- to stream- 



line the process and handle the vol- 
ume of invoices and requisitions goi- 
enited. the Sui^xvt Services Bureau 
irasfcxmed. 

Hiey me the groiq) reqxmsible for 
gathering die paper qiecifications 
needed for equipnient and materials,, 
imxsMs the purchasing of miuerials 
and siqiplies needed by the otho- bu- 
reaus and maintaining the storotwms 
and storage yards. In addition, they 
investigate equipment accidents and 
personal injuries to help promote 
safety on the j(4>. 

Last, but for from least in the High- 
way Diviskm is the Mosquito Con- 
trol Bioeau. Without their dedKated 
and sometimes seemingly uimotKed 
services, those little flying aetttures 
wohU litoally take over our back 
yards airi recreational areas. 

Hie city's Mosquito Control Bu- 
reau uses a system known as inte- 
grated pest management in its busi- 
ness of controlling mosquitoes. This 
technique involves getting rid of 
standing water where nK»quitoes can 
U^ eggs and devel(q). 

To accompli^ this mission, the 
bureau maintains over 100 linear 
miles of drainage ditches each year. 
We as citizois have a reqxxisibility 
for mosquito control as well. Stand- 
ii^ watff occurring in artificial con- 
tainers (cans, biKkets, tires, birdbadis, 
toys, etc.) on our properiies breeds 
mosquitoes.

The seamd technique used in Vir- 
ginia Be»:h is larviciding or destroy- 
ing the immature aquatic stages of 
the mosquito. Substances are applied 
to standing water which kill the mos- 
quito larvae and pupae. Ai^voxi- 
malely 3^00 acres of standing water 
are larvicided each year in the city. 

Mosquito adulticiding or destiDy- 
ing the adult mosquitoes which are 
biting our citizens and guests is the 
third technique used by the Mosquito 
Control Bureau. 

This technique involves di^rs- 
ing materials Avm machine mounted 
on pkkup trucks traveling through 
poUon ueas. More than 400.000 
acres are treated against adult mos- 
quitoes each year. Several surveil- 
Ifflice techniques are used to deter- 
mine where and when these treat- 
ments are needed, and these tech- 
niques include mosquitoes light trqi 
counts from around the city, landing 
rates and citizen complaints.

Although most Americans agree 
that it is vital to protect our environ- 
ment, all too often the laws designed 
to do so do more harm than good. 

They not only lead to incredible 
waste of resources, are often instru- 
ments of tyr- 
anny, but en- 
danger our 
most pre- 
cious re- 
source — 
our liberty. 

This is the 
argument 
propounded 
by Robert J. 
Ernst ni in 
the May is- 
sue of /^^n- 
m{5. The title 
of this 
speech di- 
gest, pub- 
lished by 
Hillsdale 
College, 
comes from 
a Latin tnm 
^■^— ^^^— meaning "in 
the first 
place." An 
attorney at law in Salinas, Calif., 
Ernst saves on a number of environ- 
mental boards. 

He explains that the rule of law 
depends on the voluntary adherence 
of citizens, who obey the law so they 
do not have to obey other men. But, 
many Americans today are question- 
ing the fairness of some of the oivi- 
lonmental laws, which seem to cre- 
ate greater proUems than they were 
made to eliminate. 

This situation came about because 
Congress passed broadly-worded 
laws, leaving their implementation 
to executive agencies like the Envi- 
ronmental Protection Agency 
(EPA). 

In other words, our representa- 
tives dodged their legislative respon- 
sibilities by allowing unelected bu- 
reaucrats to take over. 

These agencies are now writing 
regulations, interpreting the laws, 
enfOTcing them and adjudicating 
them! This is totally contrary to the 
separation of powers principte. With 
no check on their authcHity, they are 
unrestrained. 

We are drowning in a green sea of 
regulations, enforced by anew breed 
ofenviro-copsi 



"Contrary to fundamental legal 
precepts dining traditional crimi- 
nal conduct," Ernst says, "envirra- 
mental laws currently mandate pun- 
ishment of corporate officials for the 
negligeitt acts t£ their employees, 
even what they did not have knowl- 
edge of the negligent acts." 

Unfortunately, there are so many 
of these govonment-enforced rules 
and regulations that individuals and 
small businesses are hard hit to keep 
abreast Big business just can't take 
the time to be botheted so pays the 
huge fines and passes costs on to the 
consumer. 

Ernst cites (bamatic examples of 
the harm that is resulting. One man 
had to secure 37 different permits to 
fill land in order to build a series of 
dude ponds creating wetlands! At the 
time,. to add to the confusion, there 
were three differait federal defini- 
tion of a "wetland." 

Consido' the strategy employed by 
North Carolina to prevent our city of 
Virginia Beach from using Lake 
Gaston as a vital water source. Oir 
neighboring state has not been neigh- 
borly. In fact, it has been down right 
contentious, throwing environmen- 
tal road bkKks in our way iot more 
than a decade. Tom Leahy, the city 's 
public utilities engineer, says this 
foot-dragging effort to wear the city 
down is called, "winning by slowly 
losing!" 

He points out that since 1983, three 
different fedoal agencies have con- 
ducted five enviroiunental studies. 
The last and most extensive was un- 
der the Coastal Zone Management 
Act All came to the same conclusion 
that the pipeline would not impact on 
the environment But North Carolina 
continues to wr^ itself in a "green" 
flag and is delaying action again by 
asking for still anotho- suidy. 

In the past week or so, I have noted 
other examples of the gross misuse of 
authority and (^nivation of due pro- 
cess by an unelected bureaucracy. 

Three illustrations of how these 
enviranmoital laws are prosecuting 
individual citizens concern: a tree in 
a house, ducks in a pool and rats in a 
pk>wed field. 

If you think a man's home is his 
castle, think again. This concept was 
common law in England that "The 
house of every one is to him as his 
castle and fortress, as well for his 
defence (sic) against injury and vio- 
lence, as for his npox" (Sir Edward

This idea was condensed in 
America by Emerson in "English 
Traits." "The house is a castle which 
the King cannot enter." 

But this (ninciple is no longer ob- 
served by FlMida Ecok)gists. who 
have brrached the home/fortress. 
They are blocking a man from re- 
moving an old oak tree, which is 
cracking the foundation and ruining 
the roof of his house. 

UndCT county law, homeowners in 
Coconi^ Grove can be fmed up to 



$25,000 for removing a "^)ecimen" 
tree trok than 18 inches in diameter 
without a permit — even if it's on 
their own property. 

Another homeowner has been de- 
nied the use of his personal swim- 
ming pool. A television news pro- 
gram recently showed a mother duck 
with her four duckUngs swimming 
around in it and stated that the owner 
has been fwbidden to transport the 
ducks to a nearby lake. 

I did not catch which environmen- 
tal law as cited, but pertuqM it came 
under the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Ser- 
vice. 

Then, there is the strange case of 
the U.SA. Plaint^, vs. One Ford 
Tractor . . . Dtfendants. reported in a 
recent column by Tony Snow. The 
owner, an immigrant from Taiwan, 
had checked that his property vC^as 
zoned for agriculture, but had no 
knowledge that it was a natural habi- 
tat for the Tipton kangaroo rat, an 
endangered species. 



Nevertheless, federal agents, un- 
der cover of the Endangered Species 
Act descended on his farm, seized 
the abusive tt^tor, and threatened 
the owner with a huge fine. Where- 
upon, the poor man hadamildsutike. 
So much for due process and an 
individual's right to notice and hear- 
ing. 

Of course, we all have very real 
concerns about water and air pollu- 
tion and Virginia Beach should be 
commended for such volunteer work 
as Clean-the-Bay Day last Saturday. 
But there are also problems with how 
such pollution is being addressed. 

In a recent article, "Clean Air's 
Dirty Politics," Ernst came to the 
following conclusion. "Individual 
citizens will resolve the pollution cri- 



ses, fint by eliminating pollution, 
then by eliminating the environmen- 
tal agencMS. Until individuals are 
allowed to rule, undo- law, that will 
be both pollution and a threat to lib- 
erty." 

One-hundred-and-twenty-five 
years ago. President Ulysses S. Grant 
would not have been concerned 
about environmental impact state- 
ments. However, a comment from 
his inaugural address of March 4, 
1869 does seem timely; "I know of 
no method to secure the repeal of bad 
or obnoxious law& so effective as 
tiieir stringent execution."

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Top teacher makes the grade with students 



Linda Clarke awarded highest accolade

To know her is to love her. 
That's exactly how the students fuid 
9taff at Kemps Landing Middle 
School feel about seventh grade 
mathematics teacher Linda Clarke, 
the new Virginia Beach Teacher of 
the Year. 

"Everyone at Kemps Landing ab- 
wlutely loves h». She walks on 
water over thae," said Tamara 
Bowyer, coordinator of the Teacho^ 
of the Year program. 

A loving mother of 17-year-old 
twins, Joe and Jennifer, and a dedi- 
cated teacher of IS years, Clarice is 
greatly concerned sboai the redefuii- 
tkxi of the American family. 

In ha portfolio which Teacher of 
the Year candidates are required to 
prq)are, she stated, "I believe that 
in qxrating our pubic schools, we 
must readdress those policies which 
are based on an assumption of tradi- 
tional funilies . . . Data indicates 
that a full SO potent of American 
families are now non-ccmventional 
for one reason or another, yet we 
program as though everyone comes 
from a traditional family setting." 

Clarke continued. "Since the 
children we teach are not them- 
selves responsible fcv the redeflni- 
tion of the American family, I be- 
lieve that any resolution of the is- 
sue must involve systonatic exam- 
ination of the increasing number of 
'hats' we wear. The school may 
very well be the only constant in 
the lives of some of our children. 

"Thus, as the restructuring of the 
American family takes place, so 



must the redefinition of school. 
Public schools must establish an 
identity as an institution ciq)able of 
creating a suitably responsive envi- 
ronment to children firom a com- 
pk^ range of family backgrounds." 

Realizing the need to wear addi- 
tional hats in the school system, 
not only is CIvke involved in nu- 
merous activities but most 
importantly she serves as a 
counselor, mentor, friend, and in 
some instances, a mother to her 
students. 

She does this out of the goodness 
of her heart 

Katie Revell, one of Qaike's sUi- 
dents and admirers, eagerly said, 
"She's the best teacher I've ever had. 
She teaches me everything, and if 
you've got a problem you can go 
and talk to her. Taking math with 
her is not like a chore, because she 
makes it fun and exciting. There's 
no way we can repay her for what 
she's done. She's like a second 
mom to us." 

Laughing. Revell continued, 
"She's got too much energy." 

When Stephanie Flaathen, an- 
other student at Kemps Landing, 
was asked if she was one of 
Clarke's students, she said, "No, 
I'm not, but I know a lot about her, 
because she's so popular. I hear 
she's really good." 

Flaathen must have then said to 
herself, "Since I can't speak as one 
of Mrs. Clarke's students, then 111 
find people who can." because mo- 
mentarily she disappeared and came 
back with three of Clarke's students 
who had collectively contributed to

the Teacher of the Year process. 

Kathryn Luetke, Lisa Cotten 
and Meenal White wrote one of the 
three Teacher of the Year recom- 
mendation letters on Clarke's be- 
half. In this letter they stated, "Mrs. 
Clarke tells short stories that per- 
tain to the lesson at hand, making 
sure we see how the lessons apply 
to everyday life. Our classmates no 
longer ask the common question, 
'When am I ever going to need to 
know this?' We know she will tell 
us hcfon the bell is over." 

In this letter they also wrote, 
"Math is probably the hardest sub- 
ject to teach in an intriguing way, 
yet she hold the classes' attention 
like no other. No one falls asleep in 
her class ..." 

It was a breath-taking moment 
for Clarke when she learned that she 
had been chosen as the new 
Virginia Beach Teacher (rf the Year. 

"Sometimes I still have to pinch 
myself," she laughed. , 

Although she is currently the 
teacher in the spotlight, it is not 
her nature to overlook her col- 
leagues who work just as hard and 
smart as she does. "Everybody does 
such a wonderful job at school ev- 
eryday and everybody should get 
this, she said." 

What's a typical day like in 
Clarke's classroom? Actually there 



are none, because "everyday's differ- 
ent, and evnyday's betta than the 
day before that," she explained. 

"You know one more thing about 
maybe four more kids today than

Also a student recognition advi- 
sor at Kemps Landing. Clarke ex- 
plained, "My goal is to make sure 
that every child in that building 
gets recognized at least once by the 
end of the year." 

Judy Barrett, a bank manager at 
Central Fidelity and Adopt-A- 
School coordinator, is very pleased 
to have the opportunity to wwk 
closely with Clarke in this capac- 
ity. 

Barrett explained that when stu- 
dents are recognized, Clarice for- 
wards their names to Billy Foster, 
president o( Central Fidelity, and he 
then sends a congrabilattHy letter to 
each student's home address. "It's 
kind of a motivational tool for 
Central Fidelity \ . . Linda does a 
real good job," said Barrett 

Clarke recdved her bachekvof 
science degree in education in 1973 
and 16 years later earned her mas- 
ter's in education and human devel- 
qnnent. In the interim and beyond, 
Clarke has obtained her middle 
school certification, as well super- 
visory and administrative endorse- 
ment Although her studies have al- 
lowed her to teach many subjects, 
she admits to math being her fa- 
votitt. 



"It's my love. It's a part of every- 
thing," she said with her face lit up 
like a Christmas tree. 

Getting a loan to buy a car and 
credit card spending are only two of 
the many examples which she uses 
to teach a subject which has a his- 
tory of being difficult. Students 
then realize the importance of un- 
derstanding such things as percent- 
ages, fifactions and interest 

Sympathetic is just one more oi 
the numCTous words admirers use to 
describe this remarkable woman. 
She knows how to make the best 
out of a bad situation. Last year, 
when Clarke's math class was hap- 
pily studying positive and negative 
numbers, principal Dr. John 
Sutherland experienced extreme per- 
sonal pain. 

Referring to the loss of his son," 
Clarice said, "We were there with 
him as he went through the mourn- 
ing process." Although the Kemps 
Landing family knew they could 
not bring Sutherland's son back, 
they were able to do something in 
his memory, so they initiated two 
OIlie Sutho-land Scholarships. The 
schdarships have been arranged for 
the years 1999 and 2000. because 
that is when the seventh and sixth 
gradCTs will be s^iors. 

Just as Clarke is known for in- 
corporating life's experiences into 
her math classes, she did not treat 
this incident any differently. 'To 
give them ownerehip in their schol- 
arship and to contribute towards a 
scholarship which was done in 
memory of our principal's son, we 
did something positive and negative 
to make it interdisciplinary with 
math," she explained. 

Through Clarke's plan, her 
students generated $S86.78 in just 
five days. All 1 10 of the students 
who paiticipated were rewarded with 
Ineakfast at McDonald's. 

"Dr. Sutheriand was just elated 
that the children thought enough of 
him to do a scholarship for them- 
selves, in memory of his son, in 
honcv of him," said Bonnie Level, 
the mother of one of Clarice's stu- 
dmts. 

Because the end of this school 
year is also the close of Kemps 
Landing Middle School, the annual 
year-end picnic was a special time. 
At Princess Anne Park, Clarke's 
energy was evident as she jumped a 
small wooden fence while rounding 
up the students to participant in the 
activities. 

Just like one of the students her- 
self, she entered the marshmallow, 
licorice, bubble-gum and three- 
legged competitions. 

This 42-year-old is destined to 
remain forever young. 

Laughing, Sutherland said, "She 
has so much energy, she makes me 
tired."

Consultants have big ideas for Paviiion 

Target it as best site for up-to-date convention center ,

City consultants have presented a 
plan for a more up-to-date, mwe 
competitive convention center 
which would at least triple the size 
of the Pavilion and provide a new 
facade for the city's majw meeting 
place. 

Local architects Williams, 
Tazewell and Associates, in con- 
junction with Thompson Ventulett 
Stainback and Associates of 
Atlanta, presented a feasibility site 
evaluation study Tuesday to 
Virginia Beach City Council at a 
woilc session. 

The consultants considered five 
possible sites — the existing 
Pavilion site, the 31st Street site, 
the Loop site, the McCleskey site 
(the southernmost site) and the 
Dome site. 

Only the McCleskey and 
Pavilion sites w»e large enough to 
accommodate the center, and con- 
sultants recommended the Pavilion 
site as the best choice. 

Aside from other considerations, 
such as good visibility from the 
expressway, using the site would 
save the city money. Replacement 
of ^Iffoximately 130,000-squarc- 
feet of existing facilities, including 
the theater, would cost $14.8 to 
16.8 miUkm dollars, whereu demo- 
lition and renovation of the existing 
facility would amount to only $S to 
$8 million. 

But while the Pavilion site was 
seen as the best for the convention

center, a convention center hotel 
study released at the same time 
found a Rudee Inlet/Loop site as 
more desirable for the convention 
cento* hotel. 

Representatives of KPMG Peat 
Marwick, management consultants, 
said the Pavilion site was too far 
from the ocean. The Rudee Inlet 
site, according to the study, would 
have a higher occupancy rate and 
would command higher room rates. 

Under the building program sub- 
mitted in the report study, the exist- 
ing Pavilion would contain 
131,976 square feet of space and a 
building program with a 35,000 
square-foot ballroom, additional 
meeting rooms, expanded circula- 
tion areas, expanded exhibit hall 
space, expanded support, service and 
food service areas would bring the 
footage to 393,714 square feet, or 
261,738 larger than the present 
Pavilion. 

A big advantage in the Pavilion 
site, Bradford Tazewell of the archi- 
tectural firm said, is that the 
Pavilion can remain in business 
while the construction is com- 
pleted. 

The main entrance of the center 
would be off l$)th street with a 
"ceremonial entrance" on 21st 
Street The facilities there now, said 
Michael Ezell of the Thompson 
firm, are below market standards.

Study cites 400-room hotel

The city needs a 400-room con- 
vention center hotel to support its 
convention business, according to 
the Convmtion Center Hotel Study 
prq)Bred by KPMG Peat Marwick. 

However, the study points out 
that the Pavilion's Lost Business 
Repmt does not show that being 
next to the Pavilion is a requirement 
for the hotel, although it would be 
preferd)le for cento- users. 

The study finds that a site at 
Rudee Inlet (since it is closer to the 
ocean) would be mote profitable 
than a hotel adjacoit to the Conven- 
tion Center (Pavilion), whidi is not 
within walking distance of the 
beach. 

The iqxxt finds there is a nuuket 
for a 400-room iq)scde convention 
hotel, wlash would cost approxi- 
mately $68 million. 

Among the drawbacks the city 
has to deal with are the seasonaliQr 



of hotel use, said Jon Simcm (a part- 
ner in KPMG) and its lack of a 
commercial coaidoi, which wouM 
bring in hotd guests aU year king. 

Currently Viiginia Beach has al- 
most 1 1 ^ rooms, but only 1,679 
rooms at six hotels were identified 
as competitive convention hotels. 

AccOTding to the consultants, the 
higher type fiKility will attract a 
higher quality clientele which will 
benefit the entire mariceiplace. All

In tKWition, Austin's mother, 
Margaret Trueland, sells Hearts 
D^iie tapes and photographs af- 
ter the shows. Lloyd's mother, 
Gayc Phillips, babysits their 
childmi. 

It is from these women that 
Lloyd and Austin got their in- 
spiration to perform Big Band 
music. 

"Our moms are our biggest 
suppliers and have taught us a 
special love for the 40s. We're 
from strong musical back- 
grounds, and my mom even 
sang with a USO show," said 
Lloyd. 

Austin and Lloyd have more 
than one-half of a decade of 
singing together. 

"We started out together 
singing with another group 
seven years ago, but we had dif- 
ferent ideas about what we 
wanted to sing," Austin said.

One minute they will be in 
patriotic- looking military cos- 
tumes; the next minute they don 
slinky, sequined dresses, sit in 
men's laps and sing soulful 
numbers. The men particularly 
like that. 

"You have to keep that ele- 
ment of surprise," Lloyd com- 
mented.

Finding a place to go biking, 
walking or running in Virginia 
Beach is fairly easy. 

For many, it simply involves 
opening the front door and doing a 
few liqjs through the neighborhood. 
But after a while, the lego™-Iand- 
scape look of many neighborhoods 
can make the most dedicated fitness 
aficionado long for a change of 
pace. 

Sure, you can strut your stuff 
along the boardwalk. But come 
summer, you'll need the slalom ex- 
pertise of Alberto Tomba to weave 
successfully between clusters of 
tourists who are so awed by the 
beauty of the sea that an approach- 
ing biker or runner is of no con- 
cern. 

But don't hang up your running 
shoes or sell your bike just yet. 

The Virginia Beach Departments 
of Parks and Recreation, the 
Planning Commission and a group 
of area fitness enthusiasts are cur- 
rently working on a long-term 
Outdoors Plan for the city which 
would give area fitness buffs some 
alternative routes for outdoor recre- 
ation. 

Gaining inspiration from the 
Rails to Trails Conservancy, the 
plan calls for transforming roughly 
35 miles of abandoned railroad cor- 
ridors into paths for hikin^^iking 
or jogging. 

One of the first railroad corridors 
that the Outdoors Plan is recom- 
mending for this transformation is 
an eight-mile strip that runs from 
the Farmer's Market out to Pungo, 
just off Princess Anne Road. 

This section of abandoned rail 
line is actually p art of a longer jaiL^ 
line that once ran from the 
Pembroke area south to Munden 
Point on the banks of the North 
Landing River.

The city of Virginia Beach would 
like to eventually convert the entire 
25-mile rail corridor to a hiking and 
biking trail, but recommends that 
the Farmer's Market-to-Pungo trail 
serve as a demonstration project for 
the city.

strip completed within two years 
and the entire line out to Munden 
Point converted to a trail at some 
future time." 

Bimick also wants to show 
the community that there are many 
benefits to converting abandoned 
rail corridors to these "linear parks," 
as he calls them. 

He feels that the mere existence 
of a trail not only preserves a por- 
tion of the natural environment, but 
also can improve the overall appeal 
of a communiiy, which may attract 
visitors and new investments to the 



This claim has some validity 
when looking at the success and 
popularity of one of the area's first 
rails to trail projects: the Main 
Trail in Seashore State Park, a six- 
mile, tree-lined trail that runs from 
Great Neck Road to the oeeanfront 

On any given day, the trail is 
teeming with bikers, hikers and na-

Not above the law 

TTie next few weeks could be one of the most historical times 
in the life of a President of the United States. President Bill 
Clinton's lawyers are planning to rise a high-risk legal 
maneuver to expand an old legal principle shielding presictents 
from litigation. 

President Clinton hopes that if the legal strategy succeeds, he 
will be spared the embarrassment of having to respond in detail 
to Paula Jones' charges of sexual harassment. They allegedly 
took place in a Little Rock, Ark. hotel room in May 1991 when 
Clinton was governor of Arkansas. The law is clear that 
presidents are immune from litigation relating to their official 
duties. 

However, there are no clear guidelines that deal with matters 
beyond a president's official duties. John Adams wrote that 
subjecting a president to lawsuits would violate the separation 
of power giving the courts authority over him. Of course, the 
Supreme Court shot that theory down with their decision on the 
Richard Nixon tapes.

We can't tell you 
how many times we went to the 
home." 

The hours spent on researching 
cases pales in comparison to the hours 
spent on paperwork or in court.

ture lovers from all over Hampton 
Roads. It even attr^ts tourists who 
want to break away from the 
bustling boardwalk. 

Like the Fanner's Market to 
Pungo rail corridor, the Main Trail 
is just a section of a longer trail 
corridor, and Bimick sees this as an 
opportunity to create another trail. 

"We already have the Main Trail, 
but the trail itself ends at North 
Great Neck Road near Shore Drive. 
The actual rail corridor runs west- 
ward through Bayville Farms, 
across Independence Boulevard and 
ends in the Lake Wright area near 
Northampton Boulevard. Turning 
this particular section into a trail is 
a natural extension. It would be a 
key link to an already popular 
trail," Bimick said. 

At the turn of the century, 
it was a very popular rail line as 
well. It served as the major artery 
for getting tourists to beach-front 
cottages and to such popular vaca- 
tion resorts as the Princess Anne 
Hotel and the Cavalier Hotel. 

The abandonment of rail lines is 
common throughout the state of 
Virginia, as well as throughout the 
country. According to the 
Department of Rail and Public 
Transportation, more than 700 
miles have been abandoned in the 
state over the last 20 years. 

Close to 3,000 miles are lost 
each year across the country. 

"Once a track is abandoned, a lot 
of dilTerent things can h^pen," said 
Rob Chapmen of Norfolk 
Southern, the area's largest railroad 
company. "In some cases, the rail 
company donates the land to a state 
park, some of the track may be 
converted to short lines, or the 
property reverts back to the original 
owner." 

In the case of the Farmer's 
Market to Pungo trail, the corridor 
is owned by the city of Virginia 
Beach. As for the Main Trail exten- 
sion to the Lake Wright area and 
the proposed trail from Pungo to 
Munden Point, these rail corridors 
are — for the most part — pri- 
vately owned. 

Converting privately-owned land 
to publicly-used trails is mcM'e ex- 
pensive because the city would need 
to obtain ea.scments or acquire the 
corridors. But there is still a basic 
cost involved in making a the land 
suitable for a trail, there is the 
money coming from for these ven- 
uiies? 

City staff estimates are roughly 
$20,000 per mile.

The city of Vii^inia Bei^h has al- 
ready secured a $550,000 grant fw 
the Farmer's Market to Pungo trail. 
This grant money is from the 
ISTEA program, which stands for 
the Intermodal Surface 
Tranqxirtation Enhancement Act 

In sh(Mt, it's federal money that 
Congress has allocated — in addi- 
tion to interstate highway fund- 
ing— for cmain transportation en- 
hancements such as rail inojects and 
bikeways. 

An ISTEA request has already 
been submitted for the Main Trail 
extension project. In addition, the 
city began setting aside money in 
1987 for the sole purpose of further

developing recreation areas. Seven- 
tenths of a cent for every $100 of 
property assessed in the city is di- 
rected toward this recieation fund 
each year. 

Surprisingly, this little calcula- 
tion equates to roughly $500,000 a 
year, and the fund now exceeds 3.5 
million. 

And it looks like the money will 
be put to good use. The draft 
Outdoors Plan's recommendation 
for rails to trails conversions in- 
volves more than just "bulldozing" 
the weeds out of the way. 

Here are just a few of the 

plan's proposed design guidelines: 
resurfacing the trails with asphalt. 



compacted gravel, or wood mulch 
with a minimum trail width of six 
feet; providing rest areas and shaded 
seating every 300 feet; using recy- 
cled materials wherever possible; 
landscaping the buffer areas with 
native/indigenous plants; providing 
sufficient lighting; and utilizing an 
integrated sign theme. 

"There is so much you can do 
with this project," Bimick said with 
a noticeable tone of excitement in 
his voice. "The ideas are limitless. 
You could have historical markers 
long the way about the (»iginal rail 
lines, coordinate racing events on 
the trails, plan bird watching excur- 
sions, field Uips and so on. It could 
even be something for the city to 
promote to the active traveler — 
the person who wants a different 
experience from the more typical 
activities or amenities." 

Eventually, Virginia Beach would 
like to see this trail effort expanded 
throughout Hampton Roads — 
specifically from Suffolk, east to 
the oceanfinjnL 

That way, hikers and bikers 
wouldn't be faced with a trail ending 
at a city line. 

A complete network of trails 
could, in fact, crisscross south' 
Hampton Roads. But for now, the 
city is focusing efforts on malcing 
its rails to trails plans, as well as 
the entire draft of the Outdoors 
Plan, a success before involving the 
planning commissions from other 
cities. 

Before the city ctm implement its 
rails to trails conversions, the 
Outdoors Plan has to be approved 
by Virginia Beach City Council 
this Tuesday. 

Bimick, however, does not see 
this as a problem. 

"The draft of the plan has already 
been reviewed and favorably en- 
dorsed by the Planning 
Commission, the Parks and 
Recreation Committee and the city 
council's Greenways, Trails and 
Bikeways Committee. We're ready, 
to begin implementation once the 
plan is adopted," he stated.

as the public school students in Ja- 
pan, Germany or England, as well as 
private school students and set out to 
put education to the test. 

These middle school students 
brainstormed about 75 questions and 
used them to interview people in the 
community. They compiled the re- 
sponses in a position paper and in- 
vited community leaders and school 
officials to come to Kemps Landing 
one morning for coffee, tea and a 
littie lively debate. 

These 13 young scholars did an 
admirable job of verbally defending 
their paper, illustrating the many 
hours of thought, legwork and in- 
quiry that had preceded the day. Dur- 
ing their research, they spoke with 
both public and private school offi- 
cials, parents, an elected official, a 
television co-anchor, a business 
woman, a preacher and a dean and 
three {x^fessors from Old Dominion 
University. 

Thequestions probed teacher bash- 
ing, school violence and discipline, 
private school vouchers and site- 
based management 

While some of the responses var- 
ied, some commonalties shone 
through. The members of the Writ- 
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ers' Guild all agree that students who 
invest a lot into their education, no 
matter where they go to school, get 
the most out of it. 

Les Fotune, the study ski] Is teacher 
and Guild sponsor, stated, "Periuq>s 
the greatest problem with public 
schools is they must meet the needs 
of the public — a large and diverse 
population that can rarely, if ever, 
agree on anything." 

The students visi led Norfolk Acad- 
emy and spoke to several seniors one 
day. An interesting point was raised. 
In IS years or less, when all of them 
have established a career, it will not 
matter whether they were a public or 
private school graduate. They will all 
be out seeking their place in the world. 

These young people have encoun- 
tered some great revelations that nuuiy 
folks never seem u> gra^. 

The political leaders of this nation 
have fostered widespread negative 
attitudes toward schools and teacho^ 
during the last 10 years. Beginning 
with "A Nation as Risk" in 1983, the 
barrage of criticism has eroded pub- 
lic support for public schools. A 
steady stream of reports of low test 
scores, weapcms in the schools, and 
budget shortfalls has dominated edu- 
cation news. 

Clearly, there remains room fw 
improvement We can no longer ig- 
nore the effects of changing demo- 
graphics on class size or curriculum. 
But there is much good news in our 
school division that is seldom re- 
ported in tiie media. We have more 
community involvementthan weever 
had. 

Moreof ourstudents takeadvanced 
placement courses and go on to post- 
secondary education. More of our 
students take the SAT test. Our dn^ 
out rate continues to go down. Our 
students are increasing! y prepared f<x 
jobs of the future. 

Today, we provide educational 
opportunity to everyone. 

These inescapable facts remind us 
that the good old day s probably never 
were. 

Now more than evw, public educa- 
tion requires the positive support of 
everyone — whetheror not they have 
chiklren enrolled in schools. 

Oiu- kids de^rve it and our future 
dqjends on it 
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"Don't wary, well find a way," 
this Filipino native confidently an- 
swered. Domingo has lived in the

In Richmond, these young au- 
thors will participate in profes- 
sional drama seminars and work- 
shops with professionals like L.

When he 
told tiiem that he wanted to be a 
writer, his mom suggested, "Why 
don't you be a lawyer for writers." 

"That's not really what I had in 
mind, mom," was his reply. 

Nevertheless, Domingo thor- 
oughly undo^tands his parents con- 
cern. "Film making is not a very 
steady profession. It's extremely 
competitive," he admitted. 

All of Domingo's writing is d(»ie 
in his spare time; m exoa-curricular 
activity that has really paid off, be- 
cause already he has so much to put 
on his resume and he hasn't even 
started college as yet. 

When he was in die fifth gndt, 
he convinced his teacher to stage a 
play adapted from an interesting 
book he had read. His first original 
work, "Lola Loves," was produced 
by Cape Henry's upper school 
drama students. 

"Stickmen," Domingo's science 
fiction short story was published in 
Virginia Writings, while "Young 
John Jones" and some of his pho- 
tography was published in Enigma, 
Cape Henry's magazine of student 
literature and an. 

Although Domingo is already a 
published author, his favorite siuMt 
story, "The Landlords Contract," a 
comedy, has not been published as 
yet. But with a creative mind like 
his, he won't have a problem in 
Uiisarea. 

Does her prefer writing or pho- 
tc^raphy? 

"I'm a storyteller first and fore- 
most, so I'll use whatevfsr medium I 
can to get my stories across, 
whether it's on print or film. They 
both have their advantages. When 
you write a story it leaves a lot to 
the readers imagination, its cheapo 
to produce and you really don't have 
any limits in teims of what you can 
write. 

"Although physical resources are 
more limited with drama/film mak- 
ing, in some ways film can still be 
just as advantageous because it ap- 
peals to the viewers sight and 
sound." 

Resourceful is just anoUier posi- 
tive word to describe this man of 
many talents. He doesn't overlook 
die simple things in life when it 
comes to creating a good picture.

Just as he knows how to make 
words come alive, he has the ability 
to create a brilliant picture by trans- 
forming sometiiing or someone. In 
one of his pictures published in 
Enigma, he transfcH-med his sista. 
May, from a female to the character 
of Young John Jones. 

Like Domingo's favorite film 
maker, James L. Brodcs, Domingo 
is a people person. 

"What I like about Brooks' woric 
is that he doesn't concern himself 
with camera movement and a c»- 
tain visual style as he does with his 
characters. All of his suxies are to- 
tally charactor driven by petite. 
The only thing he's interned in is 
poofto," expUdned Domingo.

Xanthia Samaropoulos of 
Virginia Beach was among six Old 
Dominion University seniors 
whose undergraduate research pro- 
jects were selected for presentation 
at the National Conference on 
Undergraduate Research held re- 
cently at Western Michigan 
UnivCTsity.

"After agreeing on a particular 
project, the faculty member assists 
the student in submitting a pro- 
posal. As the project continues, the 
suident eventually moves from the 
role of assistant to that of indepen- 
dent researcher or emerging scholar 
or artist. In some cases the project 
will lead to a senior thesis," he con- 
tinued. 

Students from all disciplines are 
encouraged to submit proposals for 
the Undergraduate Research 
Program. To be eligible, they must 
have a minimum 3.4 grade point 
average.

Currcnfly. three professional engi- 
neers and cmc survey crew are as- 
signed to the Office of Beach Man- 
agement, which is within the Depart- 
ment of Public Works. 

As a coastal city and pq}ular tour- 
ist destination. Virginia Beach must 
safeguard the feature most people 
come to visit — the beach. Conse- 
quently, the Office of Beach Man- 
agement is charged with coordinat- 
ing long and shot-term beach nour- 
ishment activities. 

A project just completed is the an- 
nual Beach Restoration and Mainte- 
nance or "Truck Haul" project. This 
year the Truck Haul project placed 
150,000 cubic yards of clean sand 
(that's 15,000 truckloads) on the re- 
sortbeach. The projectwentoff with- 
out a hitch, and I am proud to report 
that the beach looks great for the 
upcoming summer months. 

The Office of Beach Management 
is also responsible for expanding 




public beach availability and impro v- 
ingpublic access to thecity'sbeaches. 
In Ihatregard. the city recently signed 
an agreement with Fort Story that 
allows the general public to use al- 
most 900 feet of beach just north of 
89th Street four days per wedc (Fri- 
day through Monday). 

TTiis past spring, the Fort Story 
beach parking lot was enlarged to 
accommodate 240 cars. Additional 
improvements, including a timber 
walk from the pariung area to the 
beach, are planned for the near fu- 
ture. 

Hie beach management staff also 
manages city dredging projects and 
coordinates joint City/Federal navi- 
gation projects with the U.S. Army 
Coips of Engineers. One such pint 
effort is die Rudee Inlet maintenance 
dredging project 

Before long, we expect to have a 
private contractor dredging inlet and 
placing clean, washed sand on the 
south end of the resort beach. An- 
other joint effort is the Lynnhaven 
Inlet maintenance dredging project, 
which resuxed water depths to chan- 
nels near the Lesner Bridge and Long 
Creek last winter. This summer com- 
mercial and recreational boaters alike 
will be able to safely navigate these 
waters and take advantageofthecity's 
splendid natural resources. 

TheOfficeof Beach Management's 
largest project, and a vital one for the

entire city, is the Hurricane Protec- 
tion program for the resort area. This 
is a joint city/federal project and will 
provide a new seawall, a new board- 
walk, a higher and wider beach, and 
most importantly, ivotection for Vir- 
ginia Beach from damaging eoastal 
storms. 

The project is expensive ($32 mil- 
lion city, $iS0 million federal), but the 
benefits are tremendous — esthet- 
ics at the resort area will be improved 
and the hotels and tourist industry 
will be less vulnerable to storms like 
Hurricane Hugo, which devastated

receivenew flood insurance rate mi^s 
for the city that will be in digital 
format, allowing us to automate our 
flood insurance program and improve 
information services to our citizens. 
Because of our computoized Geo- 
gr^hic Information System, we are 
one of the few cities nationwide that 
will have this capability. 

The Office of Beach Management 
regularly monitorschangesalongour 
shoreline, firom the North Carolina 
line all the way around to LittleCreek. 
Virginia Beach recoitly compiled 
more than 10 years of beach survey 
data in a sophisticated computer pro- 
gram that evaluates beach trends. This 
information will help us plan future 
beach nourishment projects. 

Although some may take beaches 



and watCTways for granted while rec- 
reating and communing with nature, 
the city has a dedicated staff in the 
Office of Beach Management who 
are committed to protecting and main- 
taining these resources. The three 
engineers in the Office of Beach

If mechanic won't listen to you, find one who will 



Good communication 
is very important 

All too often, minor automobile 
repairs turn into mitjor problems 
due to poor communications be- 
tween car owners and their mechan- 
ics. 

While mechanks seem to speak a 
language all their own, consumers 
can narrow the automotive commu- 
nications gap by following a few 
simple rules. 

It's very important that both you 
and your mechanic understand what 



you are trying to say. 

Good communications in the be- 
ginning will save you a lot of time 
later and will ensure the problem is 
corrected properly. But keep things 
simple to avoid any mix-ups. 

Even if you seem to be boring 
the mechanic, don't be afraid to de- 
scribe the symptoms fully, leaving 
nothing out. If the mechanic seems 
too bored to listen, you may want 
to find one who will. 

Other important suggestions: 

■ Take the car for a test drive 
with the mechmiic. This is the best 
way for a m«;hanic to hear engine

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noises or get a real feel for the 
problem. If the mechanic can span 
IS minutes to do this, he may save 
both himself and you a lot of prob- 
lems later. 

In addition, a good mechanic of- 
ten will suggest a series of di- 
agnostic tests to ensure that the 
right things get fixed the first time. 

■ Describe to the mechanic ex- 
actly when the problem occurs. 
Does it occur when you sian the 
car, after it's been running for a 
while, when stopping? This infor- 
mation will enable the mechanic to 
narrow the possibilities down 
quickly. 

■ Require a written estimate. 
Never give a mechanic carte 
blanche. Tell the mechanic to give 
you a call if he finds any other 
proUems before doing tmy work. 

■ Ask if the mechanic guaran- 
tees his work in writing or what his 
poUcy is regarding repairs that need 
attention later if not done propo'ly. 

■ Lode at the mechanic's shop. 
What kind of equipment does he 
have? Does he seem to have a lot of 
business? Does it seem to be an 
orderly shop? If not, this may be an 
indication of the type of work he 
does. 

■ When discussing what needs 
to be done, be sure to explain when 
you last had everything checked. If 
you haven't had your belts, filters 
or spark plugs checked in a while, 
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Preventative maintenance is 
the best way to keep your car 
running smoothly.

Preventative maintenance is the 
best way to keep your car running 
smoothly and properly. Also, by 
keeping a log of repairs (plus oil 
and niter changes), you'll know 
what needs to be done and when. 

Most auto repair professionals 
are honest and most car owno^ are 
willing to pay a reasonable price 
for good repairs. The difficulties be- 
tween the two groups often are 
caused by poor communications. 

Smart consumers avoid problems 
and save money — simply by talk- 
ing with their mechanic, making 
sure both parties understand each 
other and getting written estimates 
b^oit any iqjairs are done. 
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Causes of car fires 



Smoke begins to pour out 
from underneath the hood of your 
car — your car is on fire. 

Not tai unusual occurrence but 
a traumatic and expensive one. 

What causes car fires? Fuel 
leaks are the most common cul- 
prit; leakage around the catburetor 
or at the fuel lines. Sometimes a 
gas tank leak is the source. 

The potential for fuel line leak- 
age is greater with the advent of 
fuel injection systems on late- 
model cars, where fuel is deliv- 
ered to the cylinders at relatively 
high imssures. 

Tlwse pressures increase as the 
car grows older and orifices be- 
come constricted, thereby causing 



even greater vulnerability to leak- 
age. 

Car fires also stem from faulty 
wiring and from leakage of fluids 
on hot engine parts. For exam- 
ple, a fme spray of antifreeze, 
which is combustible, onto a hot 
exhaust manifold, can start a fire. 

If engine oil, power steering, 
uansmission or brake fluid 
should find its way to a hot spot 
under the hood m under the car, it 
could burst into flames. 

To minimize chances of a car 
fire, keep all fluids and fuel con- 
nections tight and be cotain elec- 
trical connections and insulation 
are in good condition. 



Be aware of brake problems 



Brake failure is the leading cause 
of motor accidents due to mechani- 
cal deficiencies. The vast minority 
of these failures can be traced to ne- 
glected maintenance. 

The Car Care Council offers this 
basic information to help owners 
better understand their vehicles' 
braking systems. 

When you step on the brake 
pedal, you create friction that resists 
the wheels from turning. Eventu- 
ally, friction causes the brake parts 
to wear out and require replacement 

You can make your brakes wear 
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better and keep repair costs down by 
using the good driving habits. 

When you stop, let the vehicle 
slow gradually instead of stopping 
suddenly. Nev^ ride the brakes on 
long hills. 

For maintenance, check the fluid 
level in the master cylinder once a 
month, and add heavy l»ake fluid if 
the level is low. 

Be aware of the symptoms of 
brake trouble and seek the advice of 
a qualified technician when brakes 
act erratically. 

You cannot put a price tag on the 
security of knowing you have a 
good braking system under foot.

We Amoicans were legally robbed 
of our national inheritance on May 
16! That was the day Interior Secre- 
tary Bruce Babbitt signed over 
America's richest gold deposit to the 
Toronto-based American Barrick 
Resources. 

By invit- 
ing die media 
to cover the 
signing 
ritual, Bab- 
bitt let the 
people know 
why he was 
forced to 
agree to this 
travesty. He 
made it clear 
that, under 
the Mining 
Actofl872, 
it was all le- 
gal. But he 
termed this 
transfer of 
land "a 
multibillion- 
doUarripoff" 
• and "the big- 

gest gold 
heist since 
the days of Bulch Cassidy!" 

He was right. Barrick paid less 
than $ 10,000 for title to almost 2,000 
acres of our land, under which lies an 
estimated $10 billion dollars worth 
of gold! It was legal all right, but that 
Mining Act was passed during the 
presidency of Ulysses S. Grant to 
encourage "hard rock" miners to 
move west and to lure mining com- 
panies to obtain title to federal land 
— and all that was beneath — for no 
more than $5 an acre. 

At that time, no one foresaw the 
new chemical techniques which can 
extract even the tiniest amounts of 
gold. Sonte companies stand to make 
enormous profits. The Act failed to 
require a clean up of the mess left by 
these operations, so we the people 
are being doubly fleeced. 

Let's hope Newsweek is right in 
calling this "The Last Great Give- 
away." The two page essay in the 
May 30 issue points out that oil, gas 
and coal companies pay 12.5 percent 
of their gross revenues for the privi- 



lege of tailing fecferal lands. Yet the 
gold mino^ are not required to pay 
any royalties. 

Now. after 122 years. Congress 
has begun stei» to update this ar- 
chaic law. The House passed a re- 
form bill (HR322), which requires 
an 8-percent royalty fee to be paid 
out of the gross profits. Fees would 
be used toclean upal»ndoned mines, 
and standards to prevent contamina- 
tion are established. This is the bill 
favored by environmental groiqn and 
Babbitt. 

By inviting the me-

The Senate's biU (S775) is the one 
favored by mining companies as it 
requires only a 2-percent royalty on 
net, not gross, profits. No reclama- 
tion standards are set. A Senate con- 
ference committee began smdying 
these revisions about 10 days ago. 

Meanwhile, the gold rush is on. 
Where the 49ers raced west, the 94CTS 
are playing "Let's Make a Deal." 
They arc racing to buy potential gold 
mines while federal lands are still $5 
an acre. 

One company is seeking title to 
2.000 acres of land in Montana and 
another is applying for title to almost 
250 acres in California. Unless Con- 
gress acts soon to tighten the rules 
and rewrite the law, there will be 
even more giveaways. 

An editorial last week in The Chris- 
tian Science Monitorconduded,"Re- 
form won't kill the mining compa- 
nies' golden goose. Americans have 
a right to a tiny part of what's in the 
nesL After all, it's on our land." 

But ownership is nine-tenths of the 
law, so while those golden acres are 
in America, title is held by many 
outside companies. How can we say 
it's still our land?

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City looks to state 

for funding of proposed 

Pleasure House boat ramp

City Council Reporter 

With the environmental assess- 
ment for the Pleasure House Creek 
Boat Ramp complete, the city is 
looking to the state for financial 
participation in the project which 
has been in and out of the city's 
plans since the 1970s. 

The need was ascertained by three 
committees over the years, while 
sites were identified and impact 
statements prepared. 

In June 1992, the Riverwalk 
Corporation agreed to donate six 
acres of land needed for the boat 
ramp, provided the city got all the 
necessary environmental permits 
and built the marina. 

James R. Flechtner, engineer 
with the city, presented the Draft 
Environmental Assessment prepared 
by Langley and McDonald and said 
the city will start the permitting 
process over the next few days. 

The total cost of the facility will 
be $854,000 with the developer 
contributing the land and the city's 
share coming to $400,000 to 
$450,000. The city wants the state 
to review the environmental as- 
sessment and contribute toward the 
project. 

The facility, Flechmer said, will 
have parking for 200 vehicles, re- 
strooms, picnic areas and boat 
ramps. No fees would be charged 
and the facility would be open 24 
hours a day. 

Flechtner said the project would 
result in only a minor temporary 
impact to the environment He said 
that 9.5 acres of shallow water 
habitat would be losti but that no 
wetlands would be impacted. 
Cbuncihnan Robert K. Dean said 



that private marina, which charges 
for launching, would be affected by 
the city's free marina on the other 
side of the water. The city marina 
would be located near the mouth of 
the Lynnhaven River. Dean said 
that he would like an economic im- 
pact study on the project. Almost 
$100,000 has been spent on the en- 
vironmental assessment. 

Dean said that the marina will 
probably end up putting Bubba's 
Marina out of business. 

Mayor Meyera Obemdorf said she 
knows that residents do not want 
the marina in their neighborhood, 
but that owners of the 1 1 ,000 boats 
registered in Virginia Beach want 
the same attention given other 
leisure time activities. 

"They waited more than 12 years 
for this body to find at least an 
inkling of a location." she stated. 

Councilman Louis R. Jones said 
the city was dealing with the envi- 
ronmental issues now, and later the 
economic issues could be consid- 
ered. 

Councilman Linwood Branch said 
he agreed with Jones, and that he 
wanted an inventory of boats and 
private docks. 

Dean insisted that council needs 
to look at the loss of revenue gen- 
erated by business. 

"Nobody's going to pay when 
they can go lo the other side free," 
he said. 

Jones added that "not everyone is 
as fortunate as you and I and (they 
can't) pay fees. 1 understand what 
you're saying, but golf courses (ai« 
an example) of where we don't 
charge the same amount of money 
(as private courses)."

Green Run teen earns

Diiity medical professionals 
and support workers from 
Virginia Beach are spending two 
weeks providing health care ser- 
vices to thousands of Russian cit- 
izens during the first mission of 
the Medical Strike Force, an out- 
reach of a Virginia-based interna- 
tional humanitarian organization. 

The group arrived in Sortavala, 
Russia June 11. 

The Medical Strike Force is led 
by Dr. ftiul Williams, director of 
the Medical Division of 
Operation Blessing International 
Relief and Development 
Corporation. 

"We provide general medical 
services, eye examinations and 
basic denial care," said Williams. 

"There is a void in medical ser- 
vices in the countries we have 
targeted," said Bob Fanning, vice 
president of Operation Blessing. 
"We want to help meet that need 
with our Medical Strike Force 



teams and also help health care 
providers develop similar out- 
reaches in other countries." 

Joining the American medical 
team in Russia will be a similar 
group from Finland and some 
Russian doctors associated with 
churches in the cities of Sortavala 
and Aunus, which are near St. 
Petersburg. 

The project is co-sponsored by 
the Finnish Free Foreign 
Mission, a Finnish Pentecostal 
church that will provide tents for 
the clinics and arrange for living 
accommodations and transporta- 
tion. 

Operation Blessing donated 
$27,500 to the Finnish group to 
a purchase a truck and supplies 
for the trip and purchased 
medicine valued between $70,000 
and $100,000 for the clinics. 

"On this trip we'll also dis- 
tribute up to 1,000 pairs of 
reading glasses." said Williams. 

Williams said the Medical 



Strike Force will serve as a 
model for the Finnish medical 
missionaries, who he hopes will 
make future U'ips to that part of 
Russia. 

"They are the ones who are go- 
ing to be able to have the greatest 
continuing medical missionary 
impact in that region," Williams 
explained. "I look at this trip as 
an opportunity to help the Finns 
reach out to that area of Russia, 
which used to be part of 
Finland." 

Williams' goal for the Medical 
Strike Force is to provide a 
means for other organizations 
with similar purposes to maxi- 
mize their efforts by joining 
forces. 

"This fall I'm going to the 
Philippines, Singapore and 
Malaysia to invite health care 
providers in those counties to 
join Operation Blessing on mis- 
sions to Vietnam, Laos, 
Cambodia and China," said 
Williams.

The Hong Kong Tourist Associa- 
tion has an interesting "Heritage 
Tour." or you can use a "walking 
tour" map furnished by them. 

Centuries ago the Hakka people 
settled in Hong Kong, founding new 
villages. Like the Cantonese prede- 
cessors, they defended themselves in 
walled, ratified villages. Twoof these 
villages have been restored and trans- 
formed into folk museums. 

The Sam Tung UK Museum is a 
walled village showcased in a garden 
setting in the new town of Tsuen 
Wan. On the Sai Kung Peninsula, the 
Sheung Yiu Folk Museum occupies a 
19th-century fortified village. 

The colonial influence is evident 
in the Central and Western districts 
where Victorian gas lamps line the 
streets. 

An example of the city's living 
cultural heritage is the Bird Market in 
Kowloon. Hanging above the tables 
of the tea-houses are ornate c^es, 
some fashioned of pure silver, each 
containing a singing bird.
